*’ Clithuahua, Ane Nov. 20—wnhite the in- 
surrectos retreated following their skirmish 
with the government, troops at the. gates of 
this city on Sunday, they gained thetr object, 
which- was to prevent the government regain- 
ing control of the Mexico and Northwestern 
railroad from this point to Minaca.

Numerous 
difficulties have arisen, among them being 
the unwillingness of China to accept a for- 
eign financial adviser. Without such control, 
it is sald, the promoters are unwilling to pro- 
ceed.

An imperial edict issued on Oct. 29 author- 
ized a 5 per cent loan of $50,000,000 from 
@ group of American financiers; who were 
to take a bond issue to cover the loan at 95. 
The bonds were to mature at a period of from 
forty to forty-five years from issuance. 

The loaning syndicate was made up of J. 
P. Morgan & Co., Kulin, Loeb & Co., the Na- 
tional City bank, and the First National 
bank, all of New York city. 

On Nov. 10 an-agreement was signed in 
London by which Bnglish, German, and 
French banks were made participants in the 
loan. The agreement provided for the co- 
operation of the signatories in the matter of 
future loans to the Chinese government and 
mutual participation therein. 


DENIES HITCH IN LOAN. 

New York, Nov. 20.—A leading represent- 
ative of the American banking syndicate de- 
nied that any hitch had occurred In the 
Chinese loan. The appointment of a foreign 
financial adviser had been clearly stipulated 
in the preliminary negotiations. 


New Rule Promulgated by New York 
Stock Exchange Is Effective 
38 en B . 


New York, Nov. 29.— Under a rule promul- 
gmted today by the stock exchange, so-called 
put and call brokers who for years have 
made the foyer of the exchange their trading 
headquarters will practically be barred from 
that room after Dec. 1. 

The new rule, provides that persone who 
are not members of the exchange wil} be 
permitted to enter the foyer only for inter- 
views with members, and must retire as soon 
as this business is conclided, 

Although intended as a smoking room for 
exchange members, there are two stock tick- 
ers in the foyer, and they have been utilized 
by the put and call traders. Offensive ac- 
tions by some of these brokers are said to 
have caused the closing of the room to them.

“The ace ee ot Chicago's position 1 in the

There are sound, substantial reasons for 
the situation, however, according to Hugo 
Du Brock, who is in active touch with all 
phases of it in Chicago. He is of the opinion 
that it is largely due to the sanity and good 
taste of western women that Chicago man- 
ufacturere are able to compete successfully 
with the New Yorkers. 

“The American woman, most progressive 
of all women, ts the best gowned in the 
world,” he said. This applies especially to 
Chicago women. The majority of their 
dresses are unusually effective in spite of 
or because of their simplicity.. The extreme 
hobble skirt did not appeal to them and no 
longer creates a ripple of interest. Chicago 
passes them by with a bored shrug of her 
shoulders, for they have lost their power 
to provide her with amusement. 

The factories in which Chicago’ ready to 
wear women's apparel ts produced are ideal 
for equipment, sanitary arrangement, and 
magnitude. All of the buildings are light, 
airy places. 

“ The designers in some of our houses: are 
paid salaries thet run into five figures, and 
these salaries are paid because the designers 

re leaders in their difficult art. They make 
eve. visits to European faghion centers. 
and it is their province to supply the manu- 
facturer with new ideas and styles and to 
adapt “ extreme” styles to American tastes. 
To this end they go to London, Paris, and 
other European capitals each seacon and 
from the hints thus gained and their own 
originality, they produce the faghions thet 
Chicago houses make popular the country 


over. An idea of the extent of this incustry 


may be gained from the fact that Chicago

A similar view of the situation has been 
taken by Rudolf Munzer, who expressed his 
opinions as follows: 

The rapid strides which this market has 
— as a garment center are not phenome- 


nal but steady and ee in line with the 
growth of the merket asa whole. 

“While the reasons for the market's growth 
have existed for years, it was only two or 
three years ago that the manufacturers 
themselves realized the logic of the situation. 
This led to the formation of the Chicago Gar- 
ment Manufacturers’ association, with the 
sole purpose of making known the merits of 
Chicago as a garment manufacturing center. 

“The reasons for the market's present con- 
dition and the future which it may expect 
are too numcrous to receive more than bare 
mention in a short article. But among them, 
perhaps, the first in importance is Chicago's 
geographical situation, her facilities for 
transportation by water and the forty rall- 
roads which center here, spreading like a 
spider's web to all sections of the country. | 

“Catering largely to western trade, Chi- 
cago garments are made especially for that 
trade, with the figure and needs of thé west- 
ern woman in view. Then the garments pro- 
duced are neither extremely high nor ex- 
tremely low in price, but strike a happy 
medium, which is most satisfactory to the 
great majority of the trade. The average 
garment manufacturer makes a complete 
assortment in his line, so Instead of purchas- 
ing a few specialties from one house, the 
dealer can supply his entire needs.“ 

** Undoubtedly the publicity given these and 


other points of advantage has resulted in the 


largest volume of business yet traneacted. 
Aw retailers learn that the garments have 


„ made good,” a further steady growth 


cannot be questioned.“ 

John P. Hoviand, another member of the 
Chicago Garment Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion, also expressed faith in the future of 
Chicago as the center of the ready-to-wear 
garment industry.

“ The seasons seem to grow shorter from 
year to year and the demand for quick action 
and prompt shipments never were so great 
as today. When you consider that nearly 
the entire fall season's selling is done in a 
period of about eight weeks, you can realize 
what the lors of a day means to your de- 
partment. Chicago, then, located as it 16 
within a night's ride of more than 50,000,000 
people, has a wonderful advantage to point 
of location when it comes to time saved in 
the ordering and shipping of goods. Then, 
too, the Chicago manufacturers employ prac- 
tically the same help from season to season. 
which enables them to turn out a more uni- 
form and better class of work. , 

“There is a peculiar permanency to al! 
western manufacturers. They aim to serve 
the same trade from year to year and by be- 
coming better acquainted with-their demands 
can produce garments exactly suited to the 
wants of their customers. It is that policy 
that is making Chicago the great garment 
center.“

What is the remedy—the remedy for the 
evils we have and the formula for the civic 
advance" we all favor? In the light of some 
practical experience, I venture to say the 
remedy lies in the men—men trained

getting down on the ground, familiarizing 
themselves with civic problems at first hand, 
— nd acting on them as their judgment dic- 

Should honesty rule in public office? No- 
body disputes it. Is there incompetency in 
public office? Lots of it, as Ae busi- 
ness. Is there and graft in public 
office? There is some—iess than in private 
business, because the opportunities are lees. 
That which exists is ar ee 
ture wherever found. 

Passing a civil cmaseinetion wil: 
not turn a Gishonest man into an honest man. 
Changing the system of bookkeeping will not 
eliminate graft. The men who are alleged 
to have looted rallroads were not politicians 
and they worked under a system of doing 
business that was thought to be exact. One 
of our most reliable newspapers has stated 
that upwards of $20,000,000 was lost in a sin- 
gie year in this country through the banks. 

Theories Easy to Make. 

Nothing is. easier than to criticiss. The 
next easiest/thing is to theorize. The world 
holds many men who have 4 3 
theory for every situation, public or private 
and they are so busy theorizing that they 
seidom hold any other st other steady 3 job. Given 


some facility in the use of words, and not 
many things are easier than to sail among 
the clouds on felicitous phrases, hitting off 
the ills of the body politic. 

There is no ready made patent panacea fur 
civic advance. A distinguished medical au- 
thority has stated that if alcohol and opium 
were eliminated from patent medicines prac- 
tically all patent medicines would be elimi- 
nated from the market. Eliminate the alco- 
hol of imprectical but plausible theorizing 
and the opium of demagogic promises from 
panaceas proposed form civic advance and 
practically all of the panaceas will be elim- 
inated. 

Civic advance is hampered as much by the 
political adventurer and the de fue as 
it is dy the political crook. Matthew Arnold 
has defined common sense “the ability 
ta see things as they are." 

Insiste City Is Gaining. 

But Chicago is going up. It is going up be-

‘ich Types of Truck and Draft 
Gear Are Made in Western 
Trade Center. 


BY BRUCE V. CRANDALL. 

Chicago bes been more than a mere manu- 
Gacturing center in the railroad supplies in- 
dustry. It has been a leader, an innovator. 
apacemaker. The men in the industry in this 
city have been ever on the alert to devise new 
appliances and to improve on those in use. 
The field for activities of this kind te vas. 
for even the simplest freight car is a com- 
pound of many parts. 

The first all-steel passenger train, recently 
put in service on the Pennsylvania rallroad. 
was built by a Chicago company. These mod- 
ern “ dreadnoughts” of the rallway world. 
combining all that is best and safest and moet 
comfortable, are a product of Chicago. 

The freight car seems to the general pud- 
lic to be a simple matter. Yet there are hun- 
éreds of supply manufacturers engaged either 
in the building of freight cars or the making 
of some special equipment which is used on 
them. The largest of all the car building 
companies is one, the active head of which 
has offices in Chicago, with plants in Chicago 
and at a number of other large cities. _ 

While there are many important things 

that go into the building of the freight car. 
those devices which help make for a longer 
life of a freight car are the most important. 
A freight car loaded with freight at some 
eastern point, with a destination somewhere 
in the southwest, is hauled oyer a number of 
different railroads, and in the tranefer of 
the car from one rallroad to another the same 
care is not exercised in switching and coup- 
ling as is the case with the passenger ear.

As is fitting in one of the world's greatest 
grain receiving and shipping points, Chi- 
cago's elevators are the largest and finest to 
be found anywhere on the globe. There are 
more than seventy of them, and their capa- 
efty is almost 60,000,000 bushels of grein. 

A typical Chicago elevator costs fully 6500 
000 to erect, and 12,000,000 feet of lumber are 
used in its construction. It 16 165 feet long 
and 155 feet high. The outside Wall is pro- 

» tected by steel sheathing, a fire wa two 
feet thick usually divides the building in 
the middle and affords fire protection. 

Iron ladders run to all stories of the bulid-

One hundred employés are required to run 
@uch an elevator, and a 1,000 horse power 
Corliss engine. The grain elevatörs of Chi- 
cago are located along the river front and are 
accessible to visitors.

6,000 barrels a day, and is increasing.

But all this time it was a tenant, audit was 
not until 1860, when the population of the 
city was over 160,000. that the government 
erected for ite use a handsome stone buiid- 
ing; at the northwest corner of Monroe and 
Dearborn streets, where the First National 
Bank building now stands. It was in this 
building thet the postoffice received its first 
baptism of fire. For, although it wes as 
nearly fireproof as possible, when the great 
fire of 1871 had passed over it, there was 
nothing left of it but the four walls. 

Then the office became nomadic again. 
After an emergency sojourn in Burlington 
hall, it settled down to business in a Met 
dist church building, at the corner of Wa h 
a venue and Harrison street. These quarters 
were too contracted for it, but it did not mat- 
ter much, as the second great fire came along 


In 1874 and destroyed the postoffice and every- 


thing in it. Its next home was in the Honore 
building, a stone edifice at the corner of 
and Dearborn streets, which was not 
large enough, but which also burned down, 
in 1879, making three postoffice buildings in 
succession that were destroyed by fire. The 
office then took refuge in the basement of 
the drygoods store of Marshau Fiéld and Co., 
at State and Washington streets 
As the city then had a population of 1 ,000, - 
000, the government erected a great building 
of its own for the postoffice and other govern- 
ment Offices. The site; which was the eame 
as it is at present, was the entire square 
bounded by Clark, — Dearborn and 
Adams streets. The building, which covered 
the square, was of stone and fron, and costly 
enough to be good. However, in 1808, it was 
not only not large enough, but, owing to a 
detective foundation, had become little bet- 
ter then a mass of ruins. The government 
was compelled to seek temporary quarters 
for the postoffice and erect a new building. 


Temporary Building in Grant Park. 

e temporary postoffice was erected in 
Grant park, at the féot of Washington 
street. It was a two storied brick affair, 
covering an immense area and arranged for 
business purposes without the slightest re- 
gard for appearances. It was, however, the 
most convenient and satisfactory postoffice 
/byliding the city ever had. And although 
by the time it was finished it was too small, 
it was easily enlarged as fast as It became 
necessary to have more room. The post- 
office remained there from April, 1806, until 
it occupied the present building, in October, 
1905. When the time came to move into the 
new building the officials were absolutely 
dismayed, becauge the postoffice had long 
since outgrown it. They ingisted thet it was 
a matter of impossibility to equeeze the office 
into. the new quarters. But they accom- 
plished it at last. 

Thé present postoffice and government 
bullding is the costliest and finest building, 
public or private, in Chicago. The land on 
which it stands and which it entirely covers 
measures 386x 311 feet, the longer dimen- 
sion being. on Clark and Dearborn streets. 
The material is the finest gray granite, 
dressed and carved with superlative art. 
As the previous bullding on that site almost 
ten down, in consequence of a defective foun- 
dation, the new foundation was prepared by 
driving over 5,000 piles seventy-five feet into 
the ground below the basement floor, and the 
bullding has never settled an eighth of ap 
inch since it was erected. 


Great Driveway in Basement. 
Ite most important feature perhaps is a 
great driveway, twenty feet wide, running 
basement for the use of the 
mail wagons. This driveway runs north and 
south, between the center line of the building 
and Clark street, and has an inclined ap- 
proach at each end leading up to the street 
level. It can be regarded as an architectural 
blemish, but the postoffice would be of no 
use without it, and long before the builiing 
was finished every one knew that no 1 

passageway could accommodate the 
caravan of wagons that would need to enter 
and leave it at every hour of the day and 


night. . 
But this arrangement necessitated the in-

vention and installation of an immense 


amount of machinery such as the world had 
never seen before. This has been triumph- 
antly done, however, and now the mails re- 
ceived in Chicago are sorted out and shifted 
About the great building by machines which 
seem endowed. with h intelligence, and 
which it would be worth while to cross the 
continent to inspect. 3 consequence iz 
that the Chicago postoffigé is the only me- 
chanical postoffice in the world, and although 
its various mechanical devices were the re- 
sult of dire necesgity and of its own pe- 
cullar misfortune, they have attracted the 
attention of the world, and some of them 
have been introduced in the postoffices of 
New York and Washington, D. C. 


Two More Remarable Devices. 

With all these appliances, this great bulld- 
ing was wnable to keep up with the er- 
growing business of the office, and two other 
remarkable devices were invoked. The first 
of these was a pneumatic tube system, by 
which all the firet clase mail matter is shot 
to and from the depats and eubstations with 
the speed. almost of a cannon ball. The other 
wae the subterranean electric railway of the 
IHinois Tunnel company. This tunnel was 
constructed for general purposes, but by «a 
special contract with the company a branch 
oft it was conatructed under the driveway, 
and was successfully used for one year for 
the transportation of the mails to and from 
the depots. This service, however, now, for 
economical reasons, has been discontinued. 

As the great building bas proved utterly 
inadequate to the wants of the postoffice and 
of the government, it is interesting to know 
who inhabit, and to what uses it ie put. Out 
of the 890,000 square feet of space that it 
contains. only 240,000 square feet are devoted 


fabulous sums of government coin and se- 
curities are kept, occupies the northwest 
one-quarter of the basement and first floor. 
With thie exception, the postoffice uses the 
basement as ite dispatching Section. In this 
basement a vast numder of empty mail bags 
collect, and 50,000 of them are shipped to 
offices In need of them all over the country 
every day. 

On the first floor are located the registry 
division, the second class matter _dtvisfon, 
the inquiry division, the cashier's office, the 
money order officé, the general delivery, the 
drop windows, and the headquarters of the 
central station carriers. The second floor is 
devoted exclusively to the mailing division. 
To this division is brought ah the incoming 
maill—270 tons of it a da from the basement, 
to be sorted. And from thie division it is 
returned to the basement to be shipped—al! 
by machinery. 

On the third floor are located the offices of 
the postmaster and assistant postmaster, 
the railway mall service, the superintendent 
of city delivery, the superintendent of maiis, 
the postoffice inspectors, and the rural free 
delivery. On the fourth floor, one wing is 
used by the money order division, but the rest 
of the space is taken up with the offices of 
the ine trnal revenue collector, the collector of 
customs, and the custodian of the building. 

The view from the lookout on the sixteenth 
floor is the most astonishing to be seen in 
this country. Every one hae noticed that 
mountains look higher when seen from other 
mountains. In like manner great buildings 
look greater from the top of one of them. 
This dome is surrounded by perhape fifty 
of the loftiest skyscraper buildings in Chi- 
cago, and yet is just far enough from them 
tor a good. lock at them. The effect is won- 
derful. The scene is in ast what the cafion 
of the Colorado is in nature, and is worth 
coming to Chicago to see. 

It is said that the present postoffice build- 
ing is the last attempt that the government 
will make to combine a postoffice with a 
building for general government purposes, 
it having been demonstrated over and over 
again that the two purposes never will har- 
monize. For thie reason the new byliding 
to be erected in Chicago on another site 
wi} be exclusively a postoffice. although a 
central substation may be located in the 
present building.
